ACTION AGAINST PUB- 
LISHERS SETTLED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In an action of Edward McNulty and Vera 
Gargan, of “ Tara,” Cowper road, Rathmines, 
Dublin, against Messrs. M. H. Gill and Son, 
Ltd., Upper O'Connell street Dublin, for an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from, 
as alleged, infringing the rights of the 
plaintiffs in the dramatic representation and 
the performing rights of the play, '“ The 

Courting of Mary Doyle,”’ 

Mr. Charles S. Campbell (instructed by Mr. 
Leopold J, Jameson), on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, applied to have a consent to settle- 
ment received and made a rule of court. 

Counsel said that the plaintiff, Edward 
McNulty, was the well-known author and 
writer of a number of plays. One of these 
was “ The Courting of Mary Doyle,” in which 
it was admitted that the defendants had got 
the right of publication in book form. They 
conceived the idea, however, of having the 
dramatic and performing rights in the play, 
but that was erroneous, and they had met 
the plaintiffs very fairly in connection with 
the proceedings. The second plaintiff was a 
daughter of Mr. McNulty, and was the 
assignee of the rights in the dramatic and 
performing production of the play. The de- 
fendants agreed to admit that the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the copyright of the play, 
and to the emoluments arising from its repre- 
sentation, and agreed to an injunction. In 
addition, they consented to give the plaintiffs 
an account of any fees, emoluments and profits 
which they derived from the performance of 
the play, and to pay over the money, when 
ascertained, to plaintiffs, who, on those con- 
ditions, agreed to waive any claim for 
damages against the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Johnston received the consent, 
and made it a rule of court. 

Mr. Marnan (instructed by Mr. 
Cox) appeared for the defendants.

BETS ON FOOTBALL 
MATCHES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Judgment was delivered in a case of the 
Attorney-General # James Meehan, which had 
come before the Court on a case stated under 
Section 83 of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 
by District Justice Little for the opinion of 
the Court on questions arising out hs prose- 
cution in the Dublin District Court against 
James Meehan, a licensed bookmaker, for 
failing to pay duty on a bet of four shillings 
accepted by him at Jones’s road on the 
Kildare football team, and failing to disclose 
the bet in his certified return. 

The District Justice held that the bet had 
been made in the open street; that the Street 
Betting Act of -1 had not been repealed 
by the Finance Act, 1926; that the category 
of bets subject to excise duty thereunder was 
thereby confined to ready money bets, either 
upon a horse race, and made either upon a 
racecourse or in a betting shop, or upon a 
greyhound coursing contest made in such-like 
places, and that the bet in question, having 
been made on a football match, was unduti- 
able. The District Justice also held that, as 
the bet was illegal and the subject of a police 
prosecution, and in certain events indictable, 
it was not dutiable. He accordingly dismissed 
both charges. 

The questicas which the District Justice 
submitted for the determination of t':e Court 
raised several points of law, among them being 
whether the bet in question, being what 
was described as “a criminal enterprise,”’ 
was subject to duty. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the case raised a novel 
point as to the liability of licensed book- 
makers, who might operate occasionally as 
street bookmakers to return and pay duty 
upon the bets which they made under cir- 
cumstances which were described as street 
bookmaking. The making of bets was not a 
criminal offence. Betting contracts and 
gaming contracts were unenforceable at law, 
but there were enactments to the effect that 
the making of bets in certain places was a 
criminal offence, It was clear that the 
business of a bookmaker could be carried on 
well within the law, and if a registered 
bookmaker carried on both a legal and 
illezal business the question was: Could he 
evade the provisions of the Finance Art 
in respect of the illegal part of his business 
by pleading his own turpitude or his own 
wrong’ His Lordship was of opinion that 
he could not. 

The fact that the bookmaker might or 
might not be liable to prosecution by the 
executive authoritv seemed to be irrelevant 
in this case, as distinct statutory liability 
to the duty was imposed upon him. A per- 
son who brought dutiable goods into the 
country under circumstances which made 
him lable to prosecution was nevertheless 
liable to pay duty on the goods. 

Having discussed the law on the various 
points raised, his ‘ordship held that. the 
District Justice should have fonvicted, and 
remitted the case to him to proceed accord- 
ing to law. As it was a public question 
brought forward by the Attorney-General, he 
made no order as to costs

Salmon in Tomato Gelly. 

Steam a thick steak from the middle of a 
salmon. Divide in half when cold, remove 
skin and bone, and put together again, 
putting the thick side of one piece to the thin 
side of the other. Run a layer of aspic jelly 
over the bottom of an oblong pyrex bread 
baking pan. 

Decorate with slices of cucumber and hard- 
boiled egg. Cover the decoration with aspic 
jelly, and allow to set. Put the steak of 
salmon in the middle, fill up one-third of the 
dish with aspic jelly, and allow to set. 
Prepare some tomato jelly by slicing three- 
quarters of a pound tomatoes and frying them 
with a nut of butter and some seasoning. 
Pass through a strainer. 

Dissolve three-quarters of an ounce 
powdered gelatine in sufficient stock or water 
to make the purée up to one pint. When 
quite cold, but not set, pour it into the dish. 
When set, run a layer of aspic jelly over, 
and leave to set. Unmonuld on to a bed of 
prepared green salad. Garnish with sliced 
cucumber, stoned olives, and small cress.

Actually the inside of a saloon car usually 
looks much cleaner than it really is—a fact 
which will be observed by owners of sun- 
shine hood models, for when the sunlig’t is 
allowed to enter, every li. de L'-mish or 
speck of dust will show up with startling 
distinctness. 

When cleaning the inside of a model fitted 
with a sliding roof, brush and dust up the 
inside of the roof first, and then slide or 
fold it right back, so that all defects will be 
visible. 

If you are lucky enough to have an electric 
power plug, or even electric light, in your 
garage, then you can fix up your vacuum 
cleaner, and make a quick jovofit. Otherwise 
the carpets must be taken up and the seats well 
brushed with a furniture brush. If the seats 
are leather, a damp chamois will be the 
surest dust-remover. There are also specially 
prepared cloths sold for use on leather, which 
polish as they dust; they are ideal for the 
job. 


Always Carry These. 


The interior of the pockets should be well 
rabbed with damp chamois, and then care- 
fully re-stocked. Their contents should be 
for use in emergencies, and, except at clean- 
ing time, should remain always in the car. 
They should include: 

A road map of Ireland; 

A small first-aid case; 

An electric torch; 

A wax candle and some safety matches. 

The inclusion of the two last-named items 
once added greatly to the comfort and safety 
of a party stranded for hours owing to 
battery trouble. 

Vibration plays havoc with tail lights, so 
an occasional fine might be saved by putting 
a spare electric bulb in the sesieeb=-the law 
cannot be too severe if the defect is put 
right on the spot! 

Space must be found also in which to 
keep the keys of the car and of the A.A. 
telephone boxes. 


Handles and Hinges. 


Next comes the cleaning of the dash fit- 
ments, door and window handles, ash trays, 
etc., and for these I use a prepared silver- 
cleaning cloth of much the same type 
(though of a different colour) as the leather 
cleaner already mentioned. 

When the plated parts are shining I get 
out my small oil can and free all the handles 
with a couple of drops of oil. The door 
hinges come in for the same treatment: a 
spot of oil on the tap of the hinge gradually 
works itself to. the lower layer if you swing 
the door gently to and fro. 

Now, bringing back the well-brushed car- 
pets, I lay them flat—any crease or bulge 
means wear—and then I stand back to ad- 
mire the good work before closing down the 
hood.

Cloghaneely Irish College. 


I hear that Cloghaneely Irish College 
proposes to celebrate its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, which will occur this year at the 
end of August, by a re-union of old 
students. Anyone who knows the North 
has heard of.this college. It is situated in 
Gortahork, County Donegal, in an Irish- 
speaking district, and the students who 
attend it manage to combine a very 
pleasant hcliday with their labours. The 
name Cloghaneely means “ the stone ot 
the head of Neely,’’ and the stone com- 
memorating the name may still b» seen. 
It is placed on a tower on the estate of 
the late Sir John Olphert, now the 
grounds of Colaiste Brighde, a preparatory 
school for teachers. Tradition has it that 
Balor of the Evil Eye killed Neely with 
this stone, and some marks still seen on 
the stone are supposed to be the marks 
of Neely’s blood. 

The grounds of Colaiste Brighde are 
very beautiful ; for Sir John Olphert took 
a great pride in his garden. The inscrip- 
tion on his headstone, by the way, says 
that ‘‘he is buried in this garden amongst 
his flowers.” Sir John was very fond_of 
the ‘‘ Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam,” and 
quotations from the famous poem may be 
seen around the grounds. They are en- 
graved on the backs of seats, and boards 
with quotations are nailed on trees here 
and there. 

The house itself has been largely ex- 
tended for the college’s purpose; but 
there has been little change in the gar- 
dens, and Sir John Olphert, if he were 
still alive, would be glad to know that 
they are tended as carefully as ever. 


An Easy Reform. 


I have often wondered why Dublin banks 
do not have a stamp machine installed in 
some handy position. Who, at sometime ?r 
another, has not entered a bank to cash a 
cheque for £2 or over and discovered that 
he has forgotten to purchase the necessary 
twopenny stamp. True, it is generally 
possible to buy a stamp somewhere at the 
counter, but the difficulty arises in nine 
cases out of ten at a time when that par- 
ticular counter is besieged by a patient 
mob of customers, and the clock’s hands 
are drawing on to three. 

An even simpler solution, of course, 
would be to abolish the twopenny fee on 
cheques ; but I doubt whether this course 
would commend itself to the Post Office.

An Everlasting Match. 


The long list of important discoveries 
which owe their origin to an accident must 
be extended, I see, to include the latest 
development in connection with the house- 
hold match. Dr. Ferdinand Ringer, the 
Austrian chemist, who has just discovered 
the secret of an ‘‘ everlasting ” match 
after a three years’ search, has described 
how he was induced to begin the quest by 
an accidental burn from the head of a 
“ safety ’’ match which blew off in his 
hand while being struck. After many dis- 
appointments, Dr. Ringer has succeeded in 
producing a match which is really “ safe,” 
and, more important still, while costing 
only a halfpenny, can be used over six 
hundred times—equal to the life of about 
twelve boxes of the present kind: In 
London alone more than £1,500,000 is 
spent every year on matches. The domestic 
importance of this new discovery needs no 
stressing, while on the commercial side it 
is reported that Herr Ivar Kreuger, the 
‘‘ World Match King,” has already offered 
£1,000,000 for the secret.

Horn would 
trade, would dazzle the primitive fighters and 
their womenfolk with his copper wire, and 
take their stores of ivory; but, instead of 
lucrative trade, Horn, Peru and Renchero, the 
sturdy and faithful native guide, found them- 
selves imprisoned in a hut with business-like 
spears at. door and windows. Into this hut 
came the white girl whose whereabouts they 
sought;, she controlled the wild tribesmen, 
but she covld neither understand nor 
sympathise with the captives. Taking a 
heavy thong she beat young Peru mercilessly 
about the face, but his unflinching stolidity 
so influenced her that she agreed to convoy 
them across the lake.

prey the whole tribe set out in pursuit, and 
several times the fugitives’ were on the point 
of reeepture.

at Ballsbridge next week will include 

over 1,700 unimals in the showyard and 
paddocks, thus demonstrating the foremost 
place that Ireland holds in horse-breeding. 

In the usual classes the entries total 970, 
against 1,088 in 1930, and of these 402 are 
made hunters, five years old and upwards, 
and 215 are young horses, suitable for 
hunters. This is more than double the 
number of hunters to be seen in any. other 
show in the world to-day, and, what Is more 
important, at least eighty per cent. of the 
made hunters will be seen at Dublin Horse 
Show next week for the first and the last 
time, as it is one of the greatest sale marts 
of the weight-carrying hunter. 

These and other remarks concerning the 
Dublin Horse Show were made by Mr. FE 
Bohane, Director, Royal Dublin Society, in a 
broadcast from 2RN last night. He mentioned 
that over forty officers and horses from the 
Armies of nine nations will compete in the 
Society’s Military Jumping contests, namely, 
Belgium, Canada, England, France, Germany, 
Italy, Sweden, Switzerland and the Irish Free 
State, This is the greatest number of nations 
represented at any similar contest in the 
world. No less than six champion teams of 
British Coach-and-four teams will, on this 
occasion, be shown at Ballsbridge and paraded 
daily. 

On the bloodstock side, there is a fine entry 
of yearlings, in a catalogue of 770 pages. The 
sale of these will continue over four days of 
the Show. In addition, a dispersal sale 
of the late Mr. Albert Lowry’s horses will 
take place in the bloodstock paddock on 
Monday, August órd. 

In these days of severe financial depres 
sion, Mr. Bohane said, the Royal Dublin 
Society was setting an example to the world 
in general. Without any financial aid from 
the State or other bodies, it was able to 
produce the wherewithal which enabled it to 
enlist the sympathy and support of lovers of 
its work. 


COMFORT AND TASTE. 

When an /rish Times representative 
visited the Society’s premises he found the 
builders completing the beautiful new 
popular terrace at the east end of the genera) 
enclosure. Mr. Justice Wylie and Lord 
HolmPatrick, having inspected the structwre 
yesterday, expressed approval, particularly 
of the wonderfud view that can be obtained 
from it. This terrace will accommodate 
comfortably 3,500 extra spectators, and will 
not cost anything additional after admissign 
to the general enclosure. 

The special boxes which have been in- 
troduced in the grand stand enclosure are 
receiving the finishing touches of paint and 
varnish, and will undoubtedly constitute an 
attractive feature of this portion of the 
enclosure. 

The setting of the premises from the 
standpoint of beauty is being well main- 
tained. Although the season has been a 
backward one, the flower beds surrounding 
the enclosure are fast putting on that rich 
colouring which imparts a touch of bright- 
ness to the place. The effect is enhanced 
by the substitution of a golden green privet 
fence for the wall in the general enclosure. 

A glance through the Main Hall, West 
Hall and Pembroke Hall discloses the early 
start that trade exhibitors have made to 
ensure the completion of their stands by 
Saturday next—two days before the open- 
ing of the show. In this respect exhibi- 
tors are co-operating with the Society in an 
effort to maintain the decorative effects in- 
troduced for the Bi-centenary celebrations. 
The Pembroke Hall will be completely taken 
up with Trish exhibits. Every foot of 
space here was applied for before the 
entries closed.

THE REAL 
CINDERELLA. 


——-é— — 
| Le many us, [ wonder, have rejoiced 


in the story of Cinderella and her 

Prince, witliout giving a thought as to 
the origin of the tale; or ever realising that 
it ia founded on a real royal romance? With 
this difference: In the story Cinderella 1s 
rescued from her dismal kitchen and made 
into a great lady by her Prince, to the wrath 
and disappointment of her two ugly sisters, 
whereas the real Cinderella was no less a 
personage than Anne, second daughter of the 
great Earl, Richard Neville of Warwick, 
“the King-maker’’ of the Wars of the 
Roses. His elder daughter, Jsabel, was mar- 
ried to the Duke of Clarence, murdered at 
the instigation of his brother, Richard of 
(tloncester, in the Tower, being first stabbed, 
then thrown into a butt of Malmsey. Anne 
Neville, the younger sister of the Duchess 
of Clarence, married the Duke’s opponent, 
Edward, Prince of Wales, only son of mad 
old King Henry VI. and his tragic Queen, 
Margaret of Anjou; and not long after the 
marriage the young Prince was cruelly slain 
at Tewkesbury, when he was still little more 
than a boy. His young widow was left to 
the mercy of her foes, and the next thing 
chronicled about her is a record of her 
disappearance from the Court, and so she 
came to be forgotten. 

In a mean house in the Chepe, the abode 
of a London merchant, we next see Anne 
of Warwick, Princess of Wales, working as 
a kitchenmaid, and at the beck and call of 
her master’s apprentices. Whether she had 
fled thither to escape the attentions of her 
cousin, Richard of Gloucester, her sister’s 
brother-in-law, whom she looked on as her 
husband’s murderer, or had been sent there 
by her enemies to put her out of their way, 
is not absolutely clear. What is certain is 
that one day when Richard Crookback of 
Gloucester was riding through the streets 
of London he spied beneath the hood of her 
cloak the face of his cousin and playmate of 
their childish days at Pontefract. When 
Richard wanted a thing he usually got it; 
he wanted his cousin Anne for his wife—it 
never troubled him to reflect that she looked 
on him with a loathing—and having dis- 
covered her in the réle of a scullery wench 
in a mean house in the Chepe, he lost no 
time in taking her away, and forcing her to 
be his Duchess, So Anne became once more 
a Princess, if an unwillimg one, and so the 
story of Cinderella originated. 

Anne died before her husband, and the 
hight before the fatal battle of Bosworth, 
when Richard sat alone in his tent, her 
shade, together with others whom he had done 
to death, appeared before him. taunting him 
with the past. In his “Richard III.” 
Shakespeare makes her address Richard in 
the following words: — 

tichard, thy wife. that wretched Anne. thy wife, 

That never slept a quiet hour with thee, 

Now fills thy sleep with perturbations: 

To-morrow in the battle think on me, 

And fall thy edgeless sword; Despair, and die.’ 

It must be owned that in the course of 
centuries the story of Cinderella has changed 
considerably, been added to and improved 
upon until it is difficult to reconcile 
the accepted modern version with the sad 
history of poor Anne of Warwick. .But most 
fairy tales have their origin in just such his- 
tories as the one recorded, and it is pleasant 
to think that such legends have not been al- 
lowed to be forgetten. 

A SCOTTISH SUPERSTITION. 

Another thing that few people seem to know 
is the true meaning of the words of the old 
Scottish song, “Loch Lomond.’’ The old 
refrain, “ You'll take the high road, and Fil 
take the low road, and I'll be in Scotland 
before you,” is known to everyone, but ask 
people what the words mean, and they seldom 
have the faintest idea. 

It is an old Scottish tradition that 
no Scot .who dies abroad can rest 
in peace away from his native land, 
and that the souls of those whose bodies 
lie outside Scotland journey back again to 
their old homes, travelling underground, and 
arriving before those who had attended them 
at their end have had time to return; thence 
comes the reference to the high and low 
roads, made by the dving person, who sings 
meaningly '——and I'll take the low, and TÍI 
be in Scotland before you. . . . This 
tradition amongst Scottish folk has a curious 
parallel in the folk lore of the Irish peasantry 
who believe that the souls of any Irishmen 
who die out of Ireland journey to Mount 
Hecla, a lonely mountain in Iqgjand, there 
to await their deliverance through the prayers 
of their friends. Moore refers to this belief 
in one of his poems, and in a note the 
reader is told that the dead are to be mét 
wandering about the lonely mountain, waiting 
to ask anyone they chance to meet to pray 
for their redemption.

ire ban imposed on the export of cattle 

from Belfast Harbour has’ been 
removed, and heavy shipments were made 
from the port to-night.

EGGS FOR INCOME, 


In recent years the agricultural industry 
of the Six Counties has been badly hit. 
Tillage has declined to a remarkable 
extent, and the numbers of live stock have 
also greatly diminished. | Yet farming is 
the foundation of Ulster’s prosperity, and 
the humble egg produces more income for 
the province than the more spectacular 
shipbuilding on the Lagan. This is a con- 
sideration which has been stressed on 
several occasions by the Northern Minister 
of Agriculture when he was comparing our 
sources of revenue. : 


LOWEST RATED CITY. 


The delegates from the British Water- 
works Association completed their week's 
visit to Ulster with a tour of the coast of 
Antrim on Saturday, and they were much 
impressed with the scenic beauties of the 
‘countryside as they passed through 
Cushendun, Cushendall, Ballycastle, and 
on to the Giant’s Causeway. 
party bee complimentary speeches 
were made, and the conference in Belfast 
was described as the most enjovable and 
memorable in the history of the Associa- 
tion. During their stay the visitors had 
opportunities of seeing some of the grandest 
scenery in the North, and many of them 
remained for a few days longer in order 
to tour other parts of the province, and, 
perhaps, to travel south of the border. 

Those of our guests who had never been 
in Belfast before were surprised at the 
magnitude of the city, its splendid public 
buildings, parks and play centres, fine 
streets and great harbour; but what 
seemed to astonish them most is the low 
rating for municipal services. The con- 
solidated rate for Belfast is only 10s. 2c. 
in the £, with a water rate of 2s. in the £, 
and this compares favourably with the 
rates of all cross-Channel cities and towns: 
In fact, it is said to be the lowest in the 
United Kingdom, so that, with all its 
faults and failings, cur Corporation takes 
premier place in economical management. 


“CINDERELLA OF INDUSTRY.” 


There is a sharp conflict of opinion 
in Ulster whether the Government’s 
economy campaign should, or should not, 
be applied to agriculture. At present the 
Ministry, of which Sir Edward Archdale 
is the head, is spending £125,000 per 
annum on agricultural services, and it is 
contended in some quarters that there is 
duplication in instruction by Government 
and county officials. 

At a meeting of the Derry County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture during the week-end 
Captain Chichester-Clark, M.P., said that, 
although Northern Ireland was only the 
size of a big county in England, a great 
deal of money was being spent in the pro- 
vince, and he thought the time had come 
for County Derry to make a sacrifice and 
to set an example by reducing its expendi- 
ture. He, therefore, thought that the 
position of agricultural instructor, at 
present vacant, should be allowed to lapse 
in the meantime. 

This opinion, however, does not com- 
mend itself generally, as agriculture in 
Ulster is considered by the farming 
community as the Cinderella of all in- 
dustries, having been starved of official 
support for many years, and the whole 
question will be fully considered at the 
September meeting of the Derry Com- 
mittee. The prevailing impression is that 
the administration of the province—' she 
size of a big English county —is 
altogether too costly.

AMUEL GLOVER, an chéd tánn oe 
S Beliast Tramway Department, whose 

address was given as the Ardoyne Fire 
Station, was charged at the Belfast Commis- 
sion to-day before Mr. Justice Brown with 
oitering Mr. James Stewart, a clerk in the 
employment ot the Northern Ministry of 
Lavour, the sum of 10s. as an inducement to 
show favouritism in the making of commen- 
dations for the employment of individuals by 
the Belfast Corporatian. 

After a short absence the jury returned 
with a verdict of ** not guilty,’’ and Glover 
was accordingly discharged. 

Mr. Stewart said that towards the end of 
February last 4 man called at his private 
house at Ulsterville avenue, and asked wit- 
ness if he could give a few friends of his 
employment. He said that he was Samuel 
Giover, an inspector in the Uorporation 
Tramways Department, and gave witness an 
envelope goes tue names of some people 
for whom he was looking for work. 

Witness said that when he opened the 
envelope later a ten-shilling note fell out. 
He wrote a note to Mr. Glover, and told 
him that in offering a bribe he was doing a 
very serious thing. He also returned the 
ten-shilling note. 

On the following day Mr. Stewart raid 
that he received a letter by post, and recog- 
nised the handwriting as being the same in 
the note he received on the previous evening. 
ITa did not open the letter, but called on his 
lergyman, the Rev. William Corkey, and in 
consequence of their conversation he obtained 
Mr. Glover's address at the kiosk, and went 
to his house at Ardoyne, and returned the 
etter to Mrs. Glover. He kept the list of 
names for a few days, but then destroyed it. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fox, witness said 
that the night in February when the accused 
man called at his house was the first occasion 

which he had spoken to him. 
Did you not write to him about five days 
ter saving that you could not trace one of 
the names — Not to my knowledge; I do not 
think I would do such a thing. 

lí vou thought it was wrong for him to 
call at your house why did you accept the 
envelope containing the list?’—Because he 
came on behalf of other people. 

Do vou draw a distinction between callers 
at vour house?—You cannot injure other 
en le, 

: But why did you keep this “tainted list ” 
after you had returned the money ’?’—Why 
should the men whose names were on the list 
he deprived of getting a job if they. were 
entitled to employment? 

If that was your reason, why did you 
destroy the list of names a few days later, 
before those men got work? 

Mr. Justice Brown—Is that so. Did these 
men not cet work? 

Mr. Stewart—I could not say. There was 
not sufficient information on the list for me 
to trace the men. 

ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

The defendant, in evidence, said that he had 
heen employed by the Corporation for almost 
thirty years. He was approached some time 
in January with reference to getting positions 
for other men. He had heard that a motor- 
man named Feeny knew Stewart and could 
introduce him. Witness, therefore, went to 
the Labour Exchange, and, meeting Stewart, 
said that he was anxious to get jobs for some 
men. Stewart said that was all right, and 
that he did such things for two other men. 
Witness gave him two names on a slip of 
paper, and left: 

The same evening he called at Stewart's 
house and left an envelope containing an 
additional name. He denied that there was 
anv 10s. note in. the envelope. 

Mr. Fox, addressing the jury, said that 
Mr. Stewart’s case was rather a peculiar one. 
but, while Mr. Glover was certainly indiscreet 

calling at the private house of the official, 
he was not being tried for that. The whole 
question was whether or not these two ten- 
shiling notes had actually passed between 
the two men, and counsel would point to the 
peculiarity of Mr. Stewart’s actions, for he 
had not mentioned the matter to his superior, 
and had said nothing about it until a 
“-hallabaloo ” was raised three months later. 
He then adopted the old principle of attack 
as the best measure of defence. 

Mr. Justice Brown said that the case was 
one of oath again oath, but the jury had 
seen both men, and could judge from their 
evidence and deméanour in the witness-box. 
He stressed the importance of the case, and 
said that if the jury believed that at any 
time the accused man had offered Stewart a 
bribe they should find him guilty of the 
serious charge against him.

s BELFAST. Monday. 
HE Royal Ulster Constabulary Head 
quarters to-day issued the traffic regu 


lations in connection with the Ulster 
lourist Trophy Race, to be held on August 
22. The regulations will come into force as 
from 8 a.m. 

All traffic from Belfast must use one of the 
following routes onlv: 

_ (a) Queen’s Bridge—Newtownards road—Gelston’e 
Corner; thence either by Holywood road or by 
Belmont road. 

(b>) King’s Bridge or Ormeau Bridge. Lagan 
Roulevard, My Lady's road, Cherryville street, 
Beersbridge road; thence either by Bloomfield road. 
North road, Upper Newtownards road. Sandown 
road, King’s road and Old Dundonald road, or by 
Castlereagh road and Ballygowan road. 

(c) Any vehicle proceeding to Knock Golf Club 
Park, or to any park approached from the Upper 
Newtownards road, before reaching the course at 
Pundonald Corner, may use route (b) as far as 
the Upper Newtownards road, and then proceed 
along the Upper Newtownards road to its destina- 
tion. Parking ticket must be displayed. 

Note.—The Upper Newtownards road is not 
available for through traffic to the course or 
for vehicles other than trams plying between 
Belfast and Dundonald Corner. 


THE COURSE. 

No vehicle will be permitted to pass the 
entrance to the Royal Automobile Club’s car 
park or the grand: stand from the direction 
of Dundonald towards Quarry Corner unless 
in possession of a special police pass. All 
vehicles for Quarry Corner or beyond must 
proceed by Cree’s Cross, Newtownards, 
Comber or Unicarval, or, in the case of the 
hospital stand, via Dundonald Station, 
Graham’s Bridge, Hollvbank and Rockfield, 
when this route is suitable. 

Subject to the foregoing restriction the 
course may be used in any direction up to 
the time that it closes, but exit from the area 
enclosed by the course can only be made at 
Newtownards, Comber and Dundonald Corner, 
except for the purpose of entering a park. 

The course will be closed to all traffic, both 
wheeled and pedestrian, at 10 a.m.

Mr. George Edward Smyth's concern for 
the future of the Irish railways is shared 
by all thoughtful citizens of both Irish 
States. In his address yesterday to the 
members of the Dublin Rotary Club Mr. 
Smyth spoke feelingly of the unfair 
incidence of road competition upon the 
railways. ‘‘ Lorry competition,” he said, 
“is like the street trader plying his trade 
in front of a shop, the owner of which 
has to pay heavy sums in rent, rates and 
wages.’’ On the other hand, the Irish 
railways, in Mr, Smyth’s view, unlike the 
German armies after the Treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk, when Hindenburg described their 
state as “brilliant, but without prospect,’’ 
may look forward to better things. He 
argued that to-day motor transport 
possessed its prodigious advantage only 
because its ways were uncharted, with 
the result that it had few rivals to fear 
in its own domain. Petty needs in small 
places encouraged an enterprising pioneer 
to buy a lorry to serve local requirements, 
No obligation of a public character rested 
upon such an individual. He planned his 
journeys to suit his own pocket, and 
within his sphere he enjoyed a 
virtual monopoly, while even his contribu- 
tion to the roads which he used so hardly 
was of doubtful adequacy. This golden 
age of the lorry, said Mr. Smyth, could 
not continue. Ultimately the very growth 
of road transport must bring burdens of 
overhead expenditure and unprofitable, 
but necessary, ‘‘runs’’ which will adjust 
the balance, at present so heavily weighted 
against the railway companies.

Per- 
haps, it will enable the growers to dispense 
with a little exertion and to pocket money 
for nothing. On the other hand, it in- 
evitably will tend to retard the vital pro- 
cess of co-operation; it will lead to no 
access of ideas or of energy on the growers’ 
part, but will blunt the vital quality of 
self-help, and it will make things ex- 
tremely difficult for the jam manufacturers. 
In comparison with these drawbacks, the 
fact that the tariff will raise the price of 
fruit and of jam alike has small weight ; 
but the housewife, recalling her experience 
under the butter tariff, will mourn. 
Tariffs look like a short cut to prosperity ; 
but all experience goes to prove that there 
is no short cut to that desirable end, and 
that nothing save hard work and fair com- 
petition profits a manufacturer. If the 
fruit-sellers of northern Leinster continue 
on the path which they have trodden since 
last year—the path of co-operation—we 
believe that they will be able to record a 
considerable access of prosperity by next 
July. They must remember that it is not 
a tariff policy which enables Scotland to 
export fruit at £16 a ton, but a policy of 
production...

The Rubber Industry. 


The rubber industry of late has ex- 
perienced lean times, but a more hopeful 
outlook for the future is suggested in a 
communication from the Sultan of Johore 
read to the Incorporated Society of 
Planters in London last week. Given 
normal times, the Sultan believes, a 
market will be found for rubber at a 
reasonable selling price and with a fair 
percentage of profit. This optimistic view 
is based upon the writer's opinion that the 
finding of uses for the commodity is stil] 
in its infancy, and he has suggested a pos- 
sible market for rubber which has not as 
yet been fully exploited. In one or two 
parts of London experiments have been 
made with rubber pavement, and the 
Sultan now suggests that a test on a larger 
scale should be made by paving with 
rubber a stretch of some street where the 
traffic is dense. In order to induce the civic 
authorities to make the experiment he is 
anxious to arrange a scheme, with the co- 
operation of planters of all nationalities in 
his own country, whereby one pound of 
rubber per acre may be supplied to the 
Johore Government, and thence forwarded 
to London free of charge. If the Sultan's 
plan is to be carried out, it will be neces- 
sary not only to obtain the co-operation of 
the Johore planters, but also to surmount 
other difficulties which lie in the way. The 
principal drawback to the use of rubber 
for paving is not so much the difficulty of 
obtaining the raw material as the expense 
of the labour and production entailed in 
its preparation. Any such scheme as this, 
therefore, must remain for the present in 
the air; but the Sultan declares himself to 
be confident that the difficulties will be 
overeome to a great extent in the near 
future.

**A Prince of Beggars.” 
The death of Viscount Knutsford, which 


is announced to-day, brings to a close a 
career of eminence in the world of business 
and finance. It is, however, safe to say 
that for the hundreds who were familiar 
with his name as a director of banks and 
transport there must be 
thousands who it gratefully 
with those labours in the service of charity 
to which so much of his time and energy 
was devoted.

TO SPEND FORTNIGHT ON 
ROYAL YACHT. 


The King and Queen arrived at Cowes 
yesterday afternoon in the Royal yacht Vic- 
toria and Albert from Portsmouth. 

As the yacht steamed majestically up to 
her moorings, about a mile from the sea 
front, with her destroyer escort, a Royal 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired from 
the guardship, H.M.S. Malaya, and from 
the battery of the Royal Yacht Squadron.

Protests against the payment of compensa- 
tion to officials of local bodies which were 
abolished on the establishment of the Dublin 
Board of Health were made at last night's 
meeting of the Dublin County Council.

“that we have no more say in this than 
crows.” 

Mr. W. Rollins said that objections were 
made by the Board of Health to the pay- 
ments, and he raised the objectionseagain. 

Mr. P. (Curran said that these were 
gratuities to which the recipients were en- 
titled. On his motion the payments were 
ratified by the Council.

Sugar-Beet Crops. 


One of the most stable of commouditi 
just now is sugar, as a result mainl) 
the success which has attended the Chad 
bourne scheme. It appears, however, that 
beet crops on the Continent are not pro 
gressing any too well. In Hungary there 
has been a prolonged drought, causing 
great damage, while in other countries 
development is backward, and in Russia 
it is particularly so. Weather conditions 
have been favourable, but the crops have 
suffered owing to the lack of labour. the 
growth of weeds, and multiplication © 
insect pests. It has been necessary to re 

lant many of the fields, and more rain 
is badly needed. In the circumstances, the 
European beet crop is not likely to be ex 
cessive, and it is probable that the com- 
petition from Russia may be less serious 
than has been feared.

CHEVIS POISON. 
MYSTERY, 


SEARCH OF RECORDS 
_IN DUBLIN. 
SUSPECT FOUL 
‘PEAY. 


———— 


HE detective branch of the Dublin 

Metropolitan Civic Guard were actively 

engaged yesterday in endeavouring to 
trace the sender of the mysterious telegram 
sent from the G.P.O. in O’Connelf® street on 
July 23, to Sir William Chevis, following the 
death of his son from strychnine poisoning. 
The inquiries on foot are based on the origina! 
telegram, which ‘s in the hands of the police. 
Photographs have been taken of this, ond 
the handwriting has béen compared with the 
signatures in the various city hotel books 
during last mcnth. Acting on the request of 
the English authorities the detectives also 
examined during the day the poison register 
of city chemists. So far no results are known 
to have been arrived at as a result of these 
investigations, and the police authorities are 
not prepared to issue any statement. 


POLICE BELIEF, 


A belief that the man who sent the 
mysterious telegram and the man who pur- 
chased strychnine on the outskirts of Dublin 
some weeks ago are one and the same person 
is held by the police authorities who are in- 
vestigating Lieutenant Chevis's death. 

The Surrey police have not yet decided 
whether or not to ask for the assistance of 
Scotland Yard, but a police conference is to 
be held, probably to-day, to review the whole 
of the facts of the case. 

Until the Farnham police receive a more 
detailed report of the Dublin police investiga- 
tions they will be unable to carry their 
inquiries much further. It is unlikely that 
there will be any development in the case for 
a day or two. 

Sir William Chevis, Lieutenant Chevis’s 
father, is a former Indian judge. — 

Lieutenant Chevis, who was twenty-eight, 
had been married for about six months. ' Mrs. 
Chevis has returned to her London flat from 
Eastbourne, where she was staying, in an en- 
deavour to recover from tha shock of her 
husband’s death and her own serious illness. 


MAJOR’S STATEMENT. 
Major G. T. Jackson, 'M.R.C.V.S., who is 


staying at an Eastbourne hotel, told an inter- 
viewer that Mrs. Chevis was formerly his 
wife He knew nothing about the tragedy 
except what he read in the newspapers. At 
the time of the tragedy he was staying with a 
friend in Northampton. 

Since the tragedy he once accidentally met 
Mrs. Chevis on Eastbourne front. He did not 
discuss the case with her. It was merely 
mentioned incidentally. 

Ile had no desire to distress her. He had 
not heen to Ireland since the war. He sug- 
gested that the tragedy was the result of 
vengeance on the part of some Indians. 
Lieutenant Chevis served in India, but little 
was known of his life there. Sir William 
Chevis, Lieutenant Chevis’s father, was 
formerly an Indian judge. 


FOUL PLAY SUSPECTED. 


The News-Chronicle Correspondent at 
Farnham says: Superintendent Stovell who is 
in charge of the investigations at Farnham, 
attaches the highest importance to the 
““ Hooray’ telegram sent from Dublin to the 
dead man’s father, Sir William Chevis, at 
Boscombe.

FATE OF INDIAN 


ASSASSIN KILLED BY 
POLICE. 


THIRD OUTRAGE WITHIN 
A WEEK.

CALCUITA, Monday. 

NDIA’S third anti-British outrage with- 

in one week occurred here to-day, whe. 
Judge Ralph Reynolds Garlick was shot 
dead in Court by a young Bengali archi- 
tect name Bimal Das Gupta. His assailant 
was at once shot dead by a European 
police sergeant. 
' Mr. Garlick had been about to resume 
the hearing of a case after lunch when 
Gupta suddenly drew a revolver and fire: 
at the Judge from the far end of the 
Court. The shot missed its mark and 
Gupta rushed up the Court to the witness 
box ‘rom which he shot the Judge dead, 
the bullet penetrating the brain. 

The police immediately opened fire and 
the’ assassin was killed on the spot. In 
the shooting a policeman was injured. 


REVENGE MOTIVE. 


Bimal Das Gupta is believed to have 
been a “wanted ”' man, ‘following the 
murder of Mr. James Peddie, District 
Magistrate at Midnapore, who was shot 
five times by a unknown man at the be- 
ginning ot April. 

A letter found in Das Gupta’s pocket 
stated that the murder was intended as a 
reprisal for the sentence to death by Mr. 
Garlick last February of Dinesh Gupta, 
who murdered Lieutenant-Colonel Simp- 
son, Inspector-General of Prisons, in 
company with two other “ terrorists’’ who 
committed suicide before they could be 
captured. 


THE MURDERED JUDGE. 


Mr. Ralph Reynolds Garlick had seen 
thirty years’ service in India. He was 
born in 1876, and was educated at the 
King Edward VI. School, Stratford-on- 
Avon, and Pembroke College, Oxford. On 
arriving in India in 1900 he served in 
Bengal as Assistant Magistrate and 
Collector. Five years later he was trans- 
ferred to Eastern Bengal and Assam, but 
he returned to Bengal in 1912, and a year 
later became a District and Sessions 
Judge. Three years ago Mr. Garlick held 
an appointment as an officiating judge of 
the Caleutta High Court. : 

Directly the news of the murder became 
known to-day the Bengal Council ad- 
journed as a mark of respect for the 
murdered judge.

MURDERED ON THE EVE OF

Miss Helen Perkin, the British Broad- 
casting (Corporation's pianist, who is a 
niece of Mr. Garlick, told a reporter last 
night that Mr. Garlick had previously 
received threatening letters in connection 
with cases which he had tried.

Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Secretary of Staite 
for India, read a telegram which, he said, 
had just been received from the Govern- 
ment of Bengal announcing the assassina- 
tion of a Sessions Judge at Alipore. The 
telegram read, ‘‘ Regret to have to report 
that Judge Garlick, Sessions Judge, Ali- 
pore, was shot dead to-day in Court by 
assassin at present unknown, who was 
himself killed by guard.’’ 

Mr. Benn expressed the sympathy of the 
House with the relatives of the judge. 


INCITEMENT TO MURDER. 

Sir A. Knox, earlier in the sitting, asked 
whether. in view of the increased frequency 
of murderous attacks on British officials, 
he would recommend to the Government 
of India the desirability of measures to 
prevent the incitement to murder in the 
Press and on the platform. 

Mr. Wedgwood-Benn said that incite- 
ment to murder was an offence under the 
Indian penal code, and action was taken 
where necessary under the provisions of 
that code. The Government were fuily 
alive to their responsibility for the safety 
of their officers.

conversations need not diminish their 
importance. Before he left London, Mr. 
Macdonald said that the whole European 
financial situation would be discussed by 
people who were going to face it with a 
sense of reality—a sense which was not alto- 
gether conspicuous at the recent London Con- 
ference; and Mr. Henderson on arrival in 
Berlin said that he intended to discuss the 
problem of disarmament. Frank discussion 
of these two points alone would cover a wide 
field; but, in addition, and in spite of the 
shortness of their stay, the British visitors 
will be able to see with their own eves some- 
thing of the actual economic conditions of the 
country. Fleeting impressions gained from 
train or motor or at public ceremonies, are 
notoriously misleading, but in a crowded 
forty-eight hours some unexpected glimpses, 
and the casual remarks of those who know 
the place well, may very likely convey reveal- 
ing information. There is no doubt at all 
that during the last few weeks Berlin, in 
particular, and Germany in general, have 
veen oppressed by a cuter feelings of gloom, 
anxiety and stress than has been generally 
realised abroad. ; 


TIME FOR EXAMINATION, 


Undoubtedly, some of the fever of uncer- 
tainty has subsided since the London Confer- 
ence, adds The Times, and it may be hoped 
that the interest and sympathy of the British 
Ministers may act as a further sedative, but 
the patient is still weak. His real cure has 
not begun No one can yet say with cer- 
tainty how he will react to the complete free- 
dom from financial anesthesis which the full 
re-opening of banking facilities will give him. 
Preparatory measures are being taken to make 
the return to normal life as smooth as pos- 
sible. The position of German industry, as 
distinguished from German finance, is funda 
mentally sound, and some expert advisers are 
of opinion that the country can set its own 
house in order—at any rate, to a sufficient 
extent to survive the next two or three 
months. it cannot be too often repeated, how- 
ever, that the German people has reached a 
state of mind where financial measures will 
never alone restore that relative contentment 
and stability which are necessary to European 
tranquility.

LORD KYLSANT OBJECTS. 


Sir William asked Lord Kylsant if he 
thought the shareholders would have been 
interested in an item of £232,000 taken from 
excess profits duty, and used the phrase: 
“ Dip your hands into the £220,000 of excess 
profits duty.’ 

Lord Kvylsant immediately objected. 

“We did not dip our hands into it,” he 
said, banging the ledge of the witness box.

Sir William—We will say “ brought it in.”

Viscount Knutsford, the Chairman of the 
London Hospital, Whitechapel, died yesterday 
evening in the hospital aiter several weelfs: 
illness. i 

The end cama with tragic suddenness, for 
only a few weeks ago it was stated that he 
was recovering from a severe operation. 
Shortly before six o'clock last night, however, 
he had a heart attack, anu, desp.te siwenyous 


efforts by the medical staff to révive him, 


death occurred. . 

Lady Knutsford, who was in the hospital 
at the time, was quickly summoned and was 
present at his bedside. 

Viscount Knutsford and the Hon, Arthur 
Henry Holland-Hibbert, who is heir to the 
title, were twins. They celebrated their 76th 
birthday in March. 

Lord Knutsford’s ability to raise money for 
the London. Hospital long since earned for him 
the title “ Prince of beggars.”’ His energy 
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and enthusiasm in this direction knew no 
limitations, and nowhere will his death be 
more sincerely felt than in the East End of 
London. 

As Chairman of the London Hospital for 
more than thirty years Lotd Knutsford raised 
probably £6,000,0000. When he broadcast on 
behalf of the hospital three years ago he said 
that he feared it would be the last of the 
appeals which he had made for the hospital 
every fifth year. 

He explained then, however, that he would 
not give up the work until he found another 
man to carry it on, adding: “TI will not re- 
tire until I die. ‘There is too much work.” 


WORKED FOR THE POOR. 


Since he was a young man of forty he 
worked relentlessly, day and night, to make 
things easier for poor people in time of sick- 
ness, to improve medical education and nurs- 
ing; and to organise research into the causes 
of disease. 

Lord Knutsford’s appeals for money to carry 
on this great work met with resnonse from 
both rick and poor. Not long ago a poor 
woman sent him a few stamps in an fch. ea 
addressed : “ Lord Knntsíord, somewhere.’’ It 
formd him at the Tondon Hasxnital. 

“I know that I am a nuisance. I have 
Leen told so by ‘every: post; but it is im- 
possible to be silent when I see over 1,600 
sick people seeking the help, of this hospital 
every day,” wrote Lord Knutsford not long 
ago, when he admitted that, for the first 
time in his thirty odd years' fight, he had 
heen discomfited by lack of -funds. 

It was no uncommon thing for Lord Kputs/’ 
ford, right up to the time of his last illness, 
La ao a days work at the hospital, which, 
as Mr. E. W. Morris, the House Governor, 
recently said, was “such a day's work as 
tired us all out.” When he got home he did 
not rest, for often he would take home a 
budget of letters connected with the 
hospital’s work which kept him busy until 
iong after midnight. 

Lord Knutsferd began his hospital work 
“because | saw something that I thought 
‘vanted doing, and I felt. I could do it, and 
because [| have always heen blessed with 
energy and have gone all out for what 
has interested me.” 


VISITED FLORENCE 
NIGHTINGALE. 


tis work brought him into contact with 
many famous folk, but among the most 
treasured of his memories was a visit by 
-pecidl invitation to Florence Nightingale. 
Hie would have gone down on his knees and 
worshipped .the then aged ‘‘Lady of the 
lamp,”’ but she took his hand between both 
of hers and said, “I wanted to thank you 
for all you are trying to do for nurses.”’ 

Lord Knutsford said later in life, “ That 
interview has been my beacon in all my 
hospital work. ' 

Lord Knutsford was educated at Welling- 
ton College, at Trinity Hall, Cambridge, and 
was called to the Bar of the Inner Temple in 
1879. 
was the second Viscount and third Baronet. 

He married, in 1883, the daughter of a 
former Earl of Ashburnham, and also leaves 
two daughters, the Hon. Lucy Katharine and 
the Hon. Rachael Mary (Lady Malise 
Graham). who married in 1919 Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lord Douglas Malise Graham. 


HIS LAST ILLNESS. 


Lord Knutsford was taken ill with intestinal 
trouble early this month, and after receiving 
treatment at his home, he decided that he 
would get the best possible treatment at the 
London Hospital. Dr. A. J. Walton per- 
formed the operation, end Lord Knutsford 
stood the ordeal very well. 

For some days, however, his condition gave 
rise to some anxiety, and when it was learned 
that a hurglarv had taken place at his house 
in Hertfordshire, the hospital authorities 
decided to keep the news from him, as they 
feared that it might cause a relapse,

LACK OF INFORMATION. 


After explaining the provisions of Article 2 
of the Annex to the Treaty, Lord Danesfort 
said that, so far as he could find out, no such 
convention as he had mentioned had been 
made between the two Governments. If that 
were so, he would like to ask the Government 
why such a convention had not been made, 
Ten years had passed since the Treaty was 
signed, and it was time that some instrument 
had been drawn up for signature by both 
Governments to carry out the provisions of 
the Treaty and the annex, 

It was unfortunate’ that in England people 
did not learn-very much from the Press of 
what was going on in the Irish Free State. 
The sth per, ah Who desired to know 
what was’ taking place, and what were the 
aspirations, intentions and. desires of. pro 
minent men and the leaders of public opinien 
in Southern Ireland was necessarily driven to 
reading the Irish newspapers.

In regard to the question of air mails, 
only private flying was in question, and for 
this administrative action on existing lines 
was sufficient, but in the event of a regular 
service being established, it would be nec#s- 
sary that there should be some agreement 
or convention, as contemplated by the Treaty. 
No convention had heen arrived at, but both 
Governments had been abie to carry on by 
administrative action. All that. was contem- 
plated in the variovs conventions. 

He agreed that the matters referred to in 
the question were matters of serious import- 
ance, and an endeavour was being made 
continuously by the present Government, as 
he believed |-y the previous Government, to 
come to some definite arrangement, in order 
that these conventions should be _ properly 
effected. He was sorry that there were no 
papers. 


LORD LONDONDERRY’S VIEW. 


The Marquess of Londonderry said that 
| he was sorry that Lord Amulree had begun 
i|his remarks by taking exception to Lord 
Danesfort’s quoting from debates in another 
place, but Lor! Danesfort had cnly quoted 
from those debates as showing the opinion 
and views «f those who were in responsible 
position, at close quarters. He suggested to 
| His Majesty’s Government that it was really 
| of the highest importance that an arrange- 
iment should be come to under the Treaty 
after 10 years. It was unsatisfactory to say 
that conversations were proceeding, and that 
nothing had been done to get a definite 
agreement. He agreed that the arrangement 
in regard to lighthouses, buoys, beacons, and 
navigational marks was satisfactory, and 
that there ‘vas a definite understanding be- 
tween His Majesty’s Government and the 
Government ‘n Dublin. Still, he would have 
liked a Convention in place of the informal 
| conversations—some businesslike arrange- 
ment. 


LORD DANESFORT’S REPLY.

APPLICATION FOR PAPERS. 


Lord Danesfort said that he thought some- 
thing should have been done after ten years, 
and not a single reason had been adduced by 
the Government. He had been told that there 
were no administrative difficulties; that there 
was no friction or serious difference of 
opinion. Did not that show that this delay 


of ten years should not have occurred before 
| a written agreement had been arrived at and 
signed? The Government should try to get 
an agreement, so that, if difficulties arose, 
the written statement signed by both parties 
could be referred to. He asked the Fan 
of the House to give an assurance that no 
further delay should occur, and that he would 
produce some papers giving the course of the 
proceedings and negotiations. 


LORD PARMOOR'S REGRET. 


Lord Parmoor pointed out that, of the ten 
vears referred to more than seven were durin 
Conservative and Coalition Governments, Al 
Governments had followed the same coutse, 
and desired to find a solution by arrange- 
ment and agreement. He was sorry that he 
could not give greater detail. He had only 
just learned that Lord Passfield was incom- 
moded by illness. He was certain that every- 
thing had been done. The Government in- 
tended to follow the same methods now. Of 
course, if a conveution could be come to it 
would be better, but, meantime, over a long 
period of years the conversations had been 
carried on in a friendly way, by arrangement 
between the two parties, and that appeared 
to be the best method to follow. He could 
give no further information. When Lord 
Passfield returned he would, no doubt, add 
further details. 


Lord Danesfort said that he would move 
to raise the question in the autumn, and he 
hoped that by that time the Government could 
prepare papers.

ST. PATRICK. 

LETTER FROM CANON CHAMBERLAIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In the course of his sermon in West- 

port Cathedral, as reported in your issue of to- 

day, the Archbishop of Tuam dealt with 
several highly controversial subjects upon 
which there is room for considerable diver- 
gence of opinion, and upon which there is 
much to be said on the other side. For 
example, when, speaking of St. Patrick, the 
Archbishop declares that it is Bag ec sate 
certain that the Church he founded in Irelan 
was the identical Catholic Church of to-day,” 
his statement involves the question as to 
what is meant by “ identity,” and also the 
uestion as to which religious communion can 
rightly claim to be the Catholic Church of 

Ireland. 

The Roman Catholic Church in Ireland to 
day demands subscription to dogmas of faith, 
and inculcates forms of devotion which it seems 
impossible to read back into the Church of St. 
Patrick s time; and when His Grace goes on 
to say that ‘“‘the Protestant Church had 
Henry the Eighth and Elizabeth, but the 
Catholic Church had St. Patrick,” he over- 
looks the fact that, among others, his analogy 
is open to one objection on the obvious ground 
that neither Henry nor Elizabeth ventured 
to usurp the episcopal function of conveying 
Holy Orders. mention these points simply 
to emphasise the fact that the matter is not 
all so simple as the sermon of the Archbishop 
would appear to imply. 

After making a quotation from the Annals 
of Ulster, His Grace said ‘‘ this quotation was 
evidence that St. Patrick, who was sent by 
Celestine, was approved by Leo.” The quota- 
tion does not say so. It says that he was 
‘‘ approved in the Catholic Faith ’’—a vague 
expression which, however, may bear...the 
meaning taken by the Archbishop, There is 
no antecedent improbability that the Patriarch 
of Latin Christianity should subsequently ap- 
prove formally of a mission which the evidence 
goes to show was undertaken independently 
of the See of Rome. 

It is frequently asserted that St. Patrick 
was consecrated and sent upon his mission to 
Ireland by Pope Celestine. That the Pope 
was solicitous for the welfare of the Christians 
already existing in Ireland may be proved by 
his undoubted consecration of the unfortunate 
Palladius for the Roman mission. But the 
authentic records forbid us to believe that he 
had part or lot in either the consecration or 
selection of Patrick for his mission. Celestine 
died in July, 432, and, whatever may have 
been the intentions of St. Patrick, it is im- 
possible to fit into the accounts of his life 
at this period a visit to Rome. He was 
certainly in Gaul, and probably at Auxeryge, 
when the news of the death of Palladjns 
was received; and Muirchu tells us clearly 
that his consecration was without delay, and 
that he received his episcopal Orders from 
the hands of Germanus. Tirechan, our 
other early authority, preserves silence on 
the matter; for the note in the Book of 
Armagh, which has sometimes been taken as 
his. has been proved to be but a statement 
of the scribe Ferdomnach writing in the 
ninth century. 

The most significant silence, however, is 
the silence of St. Patrick himself. His 
Confession was written for the express pur 
pose of vindicating his mission against those 
who questioned his credentials. Had he 
received his commission or his consecration 
from the Bishop of Rome, all he had to do 
to silence objection was to assert so simple a 
fact. To his objectors that answer would 
have been final. It would obviously have 
been the answer. St. Patrick did not give it, 
and the natural inference is that he did not 
give it because he could not. He vin- 
dicated his mission on one ground and on 
one ground alone—‘‘I am a Bishop, ap- 
pointed by God, in Ireland.” 

Heat, engendered by current controversies, 
is sometimes allowed to inflame feéling on 
this point; but in reality the matter is one 
of purely historic interest, and I cannot 
feel that it is of use as a controversial 
weapon on one side or the other. On in- 
vesiigating the early evidence, however, I 
cannot but believe that the confident asser- 
tion that St. Patrick was sent from Rome, 
or even with the cognisance of its Bishop, 
is not in accordance with our authorities.—

THE RIGHTS OF THE POOR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—May I ask you to publish. the details 

of this case as an example of how the poor 
are denied the benefit of laws passed for 
their protection and relief? It is only one 
of a great number of cases where workers 
aré reduced to starvation by improper ad- 
ministration of the law. 
_ This man. was employed for twelve years 
In one establishment as porter, where he 
was found to be “strictly honest, sober and 
industrious,’’ but he was disémployed in 
February, 1920, having broken a rib—the 
result of using a broken ladder in his em- 
ployment. For this misfortune he received £3 
as compensation. He has never been able 
to work since. 

Of the 74 weeks which have elapsed since 
then he has obtained relief during 50 weeks— 
28 weeks at 15s. from unemployment. in- 
surance, and 16 weeks at 10s. from health 
insurance, reduced to 7s. 6d. for 1 week in 
June, and on the 27th of the same month 
cut down to 5s. About one-third of the 
time, therefore, he was without resources. 
On .the 17th July he was certified .‘ per- 
manently unfit for work ' owing to chronic 
bronchitis. On anplving for relief ander 
the Foor Law, with his health insurance at 
5s., he was granted 5s. a week—this in spite 
of the fact that he is legally entitled to 
‘* due relief" (i.¢e., the necessaries of life) 
being unable to work owing to serious 
illness, and that this provision is mandatory 
(8. 1, 10th Vict., c. 31). 

Not only is the Poor Law thus violated. but 
the National Health Insurance Act, 1920, is 
also set at naught, in the 3rd Schedule of 
which it is explicitly stated that Boards of 
Guardians shall not take into consideration 
ay bopper appa — unless it exceeds 
s. Od. a week, and then only so far as it 
exceeds that amount. . ’ 

That the poor should be thus defrauded 
of the few shillings which save them from 
starvation at the close of their working days 
is nothing short of a national, .disgrace.—

at Hoylake (we are still in the dark 
as to who are to play, the official announce- 
ment merely giving the names of twelve 
acceptors), stated that Mr. Lionel Munn 
was “again playing a young man’s game,’ 
and that he would likely be invited to accept 
a place in the team. [I have since learned 
that he was asked to play, but that he could 
not see his way to give a reply in the 
affirmative. 

That the Dorry golfer and former Irish 
Open and Close Amateur Champion is again 
playing first-class golf is evident from the 
news which reached. us last evening from 
Knocke, Belgium, to the effect that he had 
beaten Mr. P. Beddington in the final of the 
Amateur Championship there by 4 and 3. 

It is twenty-two years since Mr. Munn, 
then at Dublin University, won the Irish 
Open at Dollymount, a victory which he re- 

ated in 1910 and 1911 at Portrush and 
Rertaliieedia His successes in the “Close ' 
were gained in 1908 at Portmarnock, 1911 at 
Portrush, 1913 at Pormarnock, and 1914 at 
Hermitage, the latter year marking a break 
in the old-time custom of playing our cham- 
pionships only on seaside links. 

Thus, seventeen years have passed since Mr. 
Munn won his last Irish Championship, and 
now in his forty-fifth year he has effected 
what must be regarded as a notable ‘‘ come 
back.” His has been a brilliant golfing career, 
as, in addition to his victories in the Irish 
championships and numerous successes in club 
and other competitions, he played for ireland 
against Wales in 1913, and for the Amateurs 
against Professionals at Sandwich in 1911, 
while he figured in the record tie for the 
Amateur title in 1908, when he was beaten by 
Mr. Charles Palmer—iater a winner of the 
Irish Open Amateur—at the 28th. 

In the circumstances it was a pity he was 
unable to accept the invitation to reappear in 
an Irish team after an interval of eighteen 


years.

“BHIGHTER CRICKET.” 

Following the example set by Yorkshire and 
Gloucester early in the season, the captains of 
Glamorgan and Northaniptenshire yesterday, at 
Cowhridge, shocked disciples of true cricket by 
makine the first innings in their match 4 mere 
formality. 

On this occasion, however. the rule book was not 
strictly adhered to. as Glamorgan's declaration was 
not legal, inasmuch as they had not given the 
betting side sn hour and forty minutes’ batting, as 
laid down fer a twa days’ match. It was a 
strange sitnation, and almesat without parallel in 
first class cricket. 

Such an arrangement was open to all sorts of 
other absurd situations, and it was criticised, inas- 
much as it was hardly in keeping with the epirit 
of the game. The defence of the captains was 
that they were neat. concerned with the champion- 
ship, but that it was a genuine effort to make up 
for the time lost by bad weather and keep interest 
in the game sustained by giving either side a 
chance to win ontright. In effect, they said that 
as long as they were within the rules they did not 
see anything wronc with the procedure. but they 
mast have forgotten the rule relating to the 
declaration. 

When it was pointed out to the captains, Mr. J. 
Turnbull and Mr. V. W. Jupp, and the umpires 
that Glamergan’s declarations were regarded as 
illegal, Mr. Jupp said they were under the 
impression that as Noftthante had declared before 
the last hundred minutes, the rule did not annly 
to a second declaration on the same day. This 
view was supported hy the umpires, but amongst 
members of the teams there was an _ acute 
difference of opinion, and it was generally felt 
that the M.C.C. role on the matter was loosely 
worded, If it will net suit any other purpose, the 
incidents at Cowbridge will make the anthorities 
revise the role about declarations before nest 
season.

RAIL AND ROAD 
“COMPETITION. 


FACTS AND FIGURES OF 
iMPORTANCE. 


— 


R. GEORGE EDWARD SMYTH de- 
livered an address to the members 
of the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, in 
the course of which he advocated State 
protection and support for the Irish rail- 
way system. Side by side with the rail- 
way organisation a largely unorganised, 
uncontrolled system of motor traction 
had grown up, and spread all over the 
country, out of which English manufac- 
turers had profited to the extent of 
hundreds of thousands of pounds for the 
supply of lorries and ’buses. He wanted 
to see the roads preserved for the 
motorists, and for tourists. 

The advantage, he said, could not 
for long remain with the ‘buses, as 
they must sooner or later be required 
to face conditions approaching, if not 

ualling, those of the railways, en- 
tailing considerable increased cost in 
respect of wages, hours of duty, 
station accommodation, better equip- 
ment and safety appliances. | 

Whe lorries that competed with railway 
were at present taking advantage of the 
petty nature of our country trade. For in- 
stance, a small manufacturing firm in the 
Midlands, which sent four or five tons of 
goods weekly to D 
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Mr. G. E. Smyru. 


couraged a local carter to purchase a lorry 
on the prospect of carrying the goods, 
which were formerly conveyed by rail. 
The firm could not undertake the service 
profitably, there being no return load, 
but the carrier having no labour, or other 
standards of employment, to observe, 
managed, by a canvass of his friends 
among the shopkeepers, to find a load of 
sundries to bring back every time from 
Dublin. Thus he made a fair living 
for himself, regardless of the railway 
porter, whom he displaced. At present 
the lorry-owner escaped the responsibility 
of a public carrier, and could, therefore, 
pick and choose his traffic, naturally 
selecting the least paying loads and bar- 
gaining for the highest rates obtainable, 
but always lower than the railway charges. 
The railway company, on the other hand, 
had to take everything that offered, the 
foul-smelling manure as well as the most 
sensitively flavoured foodstuffs. 

Lorry competition was like the street 
trader plying his trade in front of a shop, 
the owner of which had to pay heavy sums 
in rent, rates and wages. 

If the railway-borne traffic was to be 
conveyed over the roads, an enormous out- 
lay for the maintenance of the roads must 
be faced. The making of suitable roads 
alone had been estimated at £9,000 per 
mile. In the Free State out of a total of 
46,000 miles of road, 38,000 were bad or 
indifferent. Of main roads they had 4,000 
miles, while 4,000 more could be classified 
as secondary. He submitted that the 
Saorstat could not afford uneconomic 
transport or to subsidise road services to 
the neglect or permanent imjury of rail 
services. In South Africa the railways 
and the harbours had been nationalised, 
and 12,000 railway miles and 10,000 road 
miles were governed by a commission, 
representative of traders, merchants and 
farmers, sitting with local government 
bodies. When they were established they 
declined to licence further uneconomic 
road services, and notified many existing 
services to discontinue. The services that 
were permitted were required to handle 
all reasonable traffic at | published 
scheduled rates, which could not be 
departed from except with the approval of 
the Minister of Transport. In England the 
Road Traffic Act, 1930, had a steadying 
effect on the wild and almost ungovernable 
rush of motor ’ buses. 

Would it not be a gracious gesture, said 
Mr. Smyth, if the Free State, having pre- 
served for the country the life of so many 
uneconomic railways by forcing the few 
substantial ones to share their liabilities, 
would take over the amalgamated system 
and bring back hope to the thousands of 
shareholders. who*had to stand helplessly 
by and see the value of their property 
reduced and their dividends disappear? 
The time seemed opportune for such a 
venture of faith. 

A leading stockbroker had told him 
that the high credit of the Free State could 
secure the present stock—with the full ap- 
proval of the sharehciders—for one and a 
half the face value in a 44 per cent. Govern- 
ment Railway Stock, and bring about a 
saving ef £150,000 a year. 


BELIEF IN RAILWAYS. 


Mr. Smyth said that he believed in a 
future for the railways—in particular those 
in the Free State. Though at present the 
amazingly clever publicity and salesman- 
ship of the motor manufacturers was 
almost irresistible, he was convinced that 
had the evolution of transport by rail been 
delayed until the world was satiated, as is 
the United States to-day, by motor services 
on the road, the people weuld acclaim the 
railways as a final triumph for comfort 
and safety. ' 

Senator O'Farrell said that three mem- 
bers of the Railway Commission that was 
set up in 1922 by the Provisional Govern- 
ment recommended State acguisition of the 
railways, but their recommendation was 
not adopted. Last year 'buses plying for 
hire in the Free State covered 26,000,000 
miles and carried 52,000,000 passengers, 
while the railways carried only 21,000,000 
passengers. In Ireland as a whole there 
were 14,000 goods lorries, and sixteen for 
every one railway engine operating. 

Short-sighted people imagined that un- 
regulated, cut-throat competition was 
bound to bring cheap transport. If that 
were so, the cost of commodities here would 
be cheaper than anywhere else, because we 
had a higher percentage of distributors. 

In reality, because of the enormous 
number of distributors who had to make 
a profit out of distribution, goods were 
dearer. Wasteful competition would not 
bring cheap transport in the l6ng run, 
because the road transport companies were 
fast going into bankruptcy. 


A PRINCIPLE IGNORED. 


It should not be forgotten that the road 
transport services, as far as goods were 
concerned at present, ignored one of the 
elementary principles of transport 
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economics. A ton of machinery was less 
bulky and easier to handle than a ton of 
‘scrap iron, but it could afford to pay a 
higher freight rate, thus allowing the 
transport company to take the scrap iron 
at a rate that it could afford. nder
